Count Reginald de Warren, 


French consul general said he 
and Gen. Joseph Warren, the 
Bunker Hill hero after whom 
Warren was named, share the 
same family tree which has 
roots in Normandy and England. 
He cited Celoron de Blainville, 
who first planted the banner oi 
the Bourbon family on Warren 
soil over two hundred years 
ago, as the kind of man who 
will meet and face the chal- 
lenges of the world today. 


The Colonial Jack, the flag 


borne by the British settlers 
who moved into the Allegheny 
River valley after the French 
and Indian War, was presented 
by Eric W. Cook, Her Majesty's 
consul in Cleveland, Ohio. Cook 
declared pride on the part of 
Great Britain for its share in 
molding the United States and 
noted the amiable feelings that 
exist between the two nations. 
The Beaty Dungaree Band play, 
ed "God Save the Queen," while 
the blue banner bearing the 
crosses of St. George and St. 
Andrew was raised. 


Sen. Joseph S. Clark present* 


ed the Betsy Ross Flag, the 
earliest flag of the American 
Republic. 
"This part of Pennsylvania is 


our state's new frontier for 
growth 
and 
development," 


Clark said. 


He symbolized the ceremony 


as an announcement of this area 
to capitalize upon the rich his. 
tory and recreation potential of 
the area. He said the Shortway 
would provide a southern gate- 
way to this region and called 
for development of a scenic 
route along the Allegheny from 
Pittsburgh and establishment 
of Rt. 6 as an historical and

His voice harsh with anger, 


De Gaulle said in a radio speech 
to his countrymen, "France Is 
Indeed threatened with dictator, 
ship", buthe added, "I shall not 
withdraw ... the republic will 
not abdicate." 


Little more than an hour lat. 


er, the general's supporters 
were out by the hundreds of 
thousands to cheer his name 
and march from the Place de 
La Concorde to the Arch of 
Triumph at the Etoile. 


The exchange controls, the 


first public action by the gov- 
ernment after De Gaulle's dec- 
laration to bring order to the 
country, went into effect at mid- 
night. 


A decree.law forbade the ex- 


port of all capital from France 
except with the permission of 
the Ministry of Finance and 
banned any Frenchman from 
holding bank accounts abroad 
without special authorization. 


All earnings of foreign curren- 


cy by residents of France 
through the sale of merchandise 
or otherwise must be turned In 
to the French foreign exchange 
market Immediately for conver.

The crisis has brought the 


franc to its floor level of 4.9740 
francs to the dollar.

land have already suspended 
dealings in francs at the re- 
quest of the Bank of France. 


De Gaulle, riding roughshod

holed up In the Gla Dinh area, 
2.5milesnortheastofthe center 
of the capital, the same residen- 
tial sector where fighting erupt, 
ed last Saturday and continued 
for four days.

Wheeler reported the 
Viet- 


namese marines had killed 30 
Viet Cong and captured three 
since daybreak. 


He said the marines were 


trying to surround the infiltra- 
tors and that tanks had been 
moved In to block exits to the 
district. 


Scores of refugees fled from 


the Gla Dinh area, some for the 
fourth time since the enemy* 
lunar new year offensive four 
months ago.

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Strip Mining Hits Home 


The proposal by the J. R. Coal 


Company to start a coal stripping 
project in the vicinity of Kane 
has brought statements of concern 
from both state and federal agen- 
cies because of the pollution threat 
it poses to waters draining into the 
Kinzua Dam. Of just as much con- 
cern is the possibility that the 
waters of the east branch of Tio- 
nesta creek could also be contam- 
inated through improper operation- 
al procedures. 


As yet the application for a per- 


mit to start the stripping has not 
been issued by the Department of 
Mines and Mineral Industries. And 
there is a possibility that a combin- 
ation of strong protests could per- 
haps delay the issuance of such a 
permit indefinitely or permanently. 
But at a recent meeting in the court- 
house by the concerned agencies and 
other parties a more rational ap- 
proach was decided upon. 


First, the ownership of the coal 


and the right to take it from the 
ground by the company was recog- 
nized. 
So no protest against the 


issuance of a permit will be filed. 
Instead, a strongly worded demand 
that the Department of Mines and' 
Mineral Industries stipulate as a 
condition of the permit that all pre- 
cautions must be observed by the 
"company and a series of discharge 
water tests be conducted by a quali- 
fied testing laboratory at their ex-

pense will be filed by those who op- 
pose the stripping operation. 


In this way the owner of the coal 


"will not be denied his rights, while 
the pollution of streams draining 
into the Allegheny Reservoir will 
be reduced to only the slightest 
possibility. 
And if any alarming 


condition arises, corrective steps 
can be taken in time to avoid any 
considerable damage. 


This plan of action seems to pro- 


vide a logical solution to a very 
controversial problem. For while 
the rights of the public to pre- 
serve the water quality of the res- 
ervoir remains paramount, we are 
still too legally tied to an inglori- 
ous past to disregard the property 
rights of an individual. 


Coal stripping can be done with- 


out acid drainage if proper pre- 
cautions are taken. 
And these 


precautions will be taken by the 
coal company if the conditions of 
the permit are tough, and the re- 
quired bond is large enough to pro- 
tect the public interest under any 
and all conditions. 


So in the end, whether or not the 


proposed Wetmore coal stripping 
project becomes a threat to the 
water quality of the Allegheny Res- 
ervoir becomes the responsibility 
of the Department of Mines and 
Mineral Industries. They will ac- 
cept this responsibility by issuing 
an operation permit to the J. R. Coal 
Company.

Proposals to overhaul our wel- 


fare system will be among the 
key issues both of the 196S 
Presidential campaign and of 
the drive for civil rights. The 
following Q. & A. is a guide 
through the bafflegab. 


Q. What is a "sjstem of in. 


come maintenance?" 


A. It would 


be a system to 
provide some 
benefits to all 
of the 30,000, 
000 now below 
the 
poverty 


line of $3,300 
for a family of 
four, not just 
the 
8,000,000 


on welfare rolls today, and 
also to provide social services, 
to those in special need. 


There are many who believe 


that the system should include 
incentives to work; should be 
closely 
tied 
to the Internal 


Revenue 
Service 
to give it 


maximum administrative 
eff- 


iciency; and should recognize 
regional cost of living differ- 
entials. 


There are various proposals 


for income maintenance. One 
would be a system of "chil- 
dren's or family allowances" 
which would make payments to 
all families with children, rich 
or poor. Another would be a 
"guaranteed annual income" 
for all by the Federal Govern- 
ment. 


Senator McCarthy has come 


out for a guaranteed income, 
Senator Kennedy has come out 
against 
it, 
Vice President 


Humphrey has taken a midway 


position, former Vice President 
Nixon has said he's studying it. 


But the proposal which has 


the most attention and support 
is for a "negative income tax." 


Q. What is the "negative in- 


come tax?" 


A. Under this concept, a 


breakeven level of income would 
be set as the dividing line be- 
tween poor and non-poor (say 
33,300 for a family of four.) 
Every tax unit, whether an in. 
dividual living alone or a fami- 
ly, would then compute its total 
annual income and file a return. 


H the individual's or family's 


income amounted to less than 
its breakeven level, the unit 
would RECEIVE A TAX PAY- 
MENT from the Treasury in- 
stead of PAYING A TAX TO 
THE TREASURY, In Short, a 
negative income tax. . . 


Q. How would the money be 


paid? 


A. The allowances would be 


paid in cash, with each re. 
cipient having the freedom to 
determine how the cash is used. 
The benefits would be a matter 
of right. 


Q. This matter of "right" is 


different, isn't it? 


A. It's at the heart of the 


negative income tax proposal, 
because it removes distinctions 
between the person who can't 
work and the "loafer" 
who 


won't. Under this concept,only 
the family's size and income 
level 
would 
determine the 


amount of payment. 


Q. How much would it cost? 
A. That would depend on the 


extent to which the negative tax 
would be used to raise the poor 
to the poverty threshold. R 
could go part of the way, most 


of the way, all of the way. The 
latest Federal Government es. 
ttmate is that the poverty gap 
amounts to$10.8billion~mean- 
ing it would cost this much on 
top of the S8 billion a year 
we're now spending on welfare 
to lift all 30,000,000 out of 
poverty. 


Q. 
What are 
the key ad. 


vantages? 


A. It would make "need" the 


basis for financial assistance 
and create a uniform national 
minimum standard. It would 
channel funds to those in great, 
est need and divide responsi. 
bilities efficiently. The IRS 
could assume the major finan. 
cial obligations; local govern, 
ments could provide supporting 
social services. 


Q. What's the status of re- 


search on this? 


A. The first practical experi- 


ment with the negative income 
tax is now beginning in New 
Jersey. 


About 1,200 young families 


are being selected to represent 
the nation's city poor. They 
will start receiving government 
paychecks by end of summer. 
The three-year pilot project, 
financed by Federal anti-pover- 
ty funds, is designed to show 
whether the guaranteed annual 
income will help push the poor 
into jobs, will help protect the 
family unit, will encourage the 
search for better housing. 


Q. Is this an answer to the 


problem of our slums? 


A. It is one attack — and this 


slum problem we must tackle 
and solve if our nation is not to 
be torn apart.

That was innocent 
of me. The possible reason why, 
said the lawyer patiently, is that 
there is a law against using the

blackmail. 


I must confess that I thought 


it unprofitable for Senator Gold. 
water to launch the suit, and told 
him so. Imagine coming into a 
city that had gone against him 
four to one, in which Ms name 
was anathema on account of the 
great and barbarous excesses 
of his critics during 1964: and 
facing a jury of twelve men and 
women and persuading them 
unanimously not merely that 
he had been libelled, but that the 
libeller had proceeded against 
him with what the Supreme 
Court calls "actual malice," 
i.e. with either a reckless dis. 
regard for the known facts, or 
with the knowledge that what 
he had said was untrue. But 
Senator Goldwater was aroused. 
-And he is the kind of man who 
gets aroused not merely be- 
cause of sell-concern. He was 
aroused because, as he put it, 
"if you can say that kind of 
thing about a man who is run. 
ning for public office, then de- 
cent men are going to stop run- 
ning for public office." 


What kind of thing? Ginzburg 


had published in his magazine, 
garishly advertised in the na- 
tional press, allegations touch- 
ing on Mr. Goldwater's essen- 
tial qualifications as a human 
being. A summary of the alle- 
gations of that Issue of FACT 
were that Mr. Goldwater was 
"homosexual, latent or overt, 
doubted 
his 
manhood, was 


emotionally unstable, paranoid, 
was, like Hitler, a sadist, im- 
moral, and amoral, and a mass 
murderer." 


The trial lasted for three 


weeks. The defense, which 
sought at first to insist that 
the charges against Goldwater 
were true, quickly retreated to 
what the lawyers call "fair 
comment." And in due course 
they retreated from that, on 
over to a defense against the 
charges of actual malice. But 
skillful questioning by Mr.Robb 
for Senator Goldwater, plus the 
' senator's own wholesome per. 
formance on the stand, were 
apparently enough to persuade 
the jury that Ginzburg had every 
reason 
to believe that the 


charges 
he was publishing 


against Goldwater were not only 
false but preposterous, but that 
he published them anyway. Mr. 
Goldwater had not asked for, 
nor did the jury award him, 
compensatory damages. It is 
not likely that the article cost 
Mr. Goldwater the election.But 
the jury did award punitive 
damages, in the sum of seventy. 
five thousand dollars, fifty thou- 
sand against the defunct maga. 
zine FACT, twenty-five thou- 
sand against Ginzburg. He will, 
of course, appeal (everyone al- 
ways appeals), and there is little 
doubt but that by the time the 
highest court instructs Mr. 
Ginzburg to stop dilly-dallying 
and pay over the twenty-five 
grand, much more than that will 
have been spent by Senator Gold- 
water on lawyer's fees. Law- 
suits 
come high, but Gold- 


water's contribution - his own 
time, his money, and self ex. 
posure to ignominious question- 
ing — is in the tradition of pub- 
lic service to which the senator 
has been addicted over all those 
years when his detractor Ginz. 
burg was making his living by 
pandering to his readers' lubri- 
cous appetites. 


A lot has been done in recent 


years to define libel law as it 
concerns public figures, and the 
renowned New York Times vs. 
Sullivan, estopping public fig» 
ures from suing unless they 
can prove actual malice, is in 
the right direction. But surely 
the reform most overdue would 
require the loser of libel suits 
to pay the cost of the winner? 
The American Ginzburgs of the 
future should be required, as 
they are In England, to pay the 
cost of litigation. Otherwise 
Judgments as moral vindica- 
tions are only available to 
wealthy men.

WASHINGTON — If American businessmen 


are worried about Bobby Kennedy as President, 
they should forget it. As Attorney General, 
Bobby leaned over backward to protect one of 
the biggest gas monopolies in the U.S.A. Gen- 
erally he was more tolerant on antitrust cases 
than the Eisenhower administration, generally 
considered to be the friend of big business. 


One of the m ost interesting and 


little known testimonials to Bob- 
by Kennedy, as far as business 
is concerned, is the story of his 
defense of the biggest pipeline 
company in the Far West — El 
Paso Natural Gas — and its 
monopoly position as a gas 
supplier to the people of Cali- 
fornia. 


The story begins during the 


Eisenhower administration in 
Federal Power Commission, then packed with 
friends of gas and oil, put its stamp of approval 
on a merger between El Paso Natural Gas and 
Pacific Northwest Gas, which would have made 
El Paso the sole.supplier to California and the 
Pacific Coast. 


This aroused the ire of William Bennett, 


Chairman of California's Public utility Com- 
mission, who appealed the decision to the U.S. 
Court of Appeals. Lee Rankin, Eisenhower's 
Solicitor General, backed Bennett up. They lost. 
The state of California then appealed to the 
Supreme Court. 


At this point, John F. Kennedy was running for 


President, and Commissioner Bennett became 
one of his advance men. He got to know the Ken- 
nedy entourage, and looked forward to antitrust 
cooperation when the Kennedy family got into 
power. 


He was disappointed. When Commissioner Ben- 


nett asked the new Democratic Solicitor General, 
Archibald Cox, to join him in his appeal to the 
Supreme Court, Cox said no. 
+ 
Bennett then appealed to Robert F. Kennedy, 


the new Attorney General, who also said no. 
Figuring that Kennedy did not know the sig- 
nificance of the situation and the monopoly 
hold which El Paso gas would have on gas 
prices on the Pacific Coast, Edmund G. "Pat" 
Brown, then Governor of California, also wrote 
to Attorney General Kennedy. Again Bobby said 
no."Early in 1961 I talked to Bobby Kennedy at 
the Fairmont Hotel in San Francisco," says 
Commissioner Bennett. "I tried to explain the 
importance of this monopoly to the people of 
California. But I got nowhere. I told Kennedy all 
I wanted him to do was not to oppose our 
petition to the Supreme Court for a writ of 
certiorari. But Bobby said no." 


The state of California filed its petition any- 


way, and believe it or not the Kennedy adminis- 
tration appeared before the Supreme Court and 
argued against California, on the side of the 
Power Commission's ruling for El Paso Natural 
Gas. 


Attorney for El Paso was Arthur Dean of the 


Wall Street law firm of Sullivan & Cromwell. 
This firm had been retained by El Paso during 
the Eisenhower administration when its senior 
partner, John Foster Dulles, was Secretary of 
State. 


But the Kennedy adm inistratlon, under Attorney 


General Robert F. Kennedy, went into court on 
the side of Sul'ivan & CrosOrfe-' aiJ gave "is El 
Paso-Pacific Northwest merger an okay. 


The Supreme Court, however, ruled otherwise. 


The decision was written by Justice William O. 
Douglas, intimate friend of Bobby Kennedy, 
who used the words; "The Department of Justice 
knuckled under to the El Paso Natural Gas 
Company." The Department of Justice to which 
he referred was, of course, ti-iJer Robeo' F. 
Kei uV' The decision ordered the merger 
between El Paso and Pacific Northwest set 
aside. 
4- 
H the Court had not done this, there would be 


a complete gas monopoly on the Pacific Coast 
all the way from Canada to Mexico and from the 
Pacific Ocean to the Rocky Mountains. As an 
illustration of how this affected consumers, El 
Paso put across four rate increases against its 
most prosperous customer, the state of Call- 
fornia, before the Supreme Court ruled. 


This, however, is not the end of the story. 
After the Supreme Court set aside the merger, 


Commissioner Bennett went before the Federal 
Power Commission and argued that El Paso had 
no right to increase rates as the result of an 
illegal merger. FPC agreed with him and or- 
dered El Paso to pay back to the people of 
California a total of $155 million. It was the 
biggest rate rebate in the history of the United 
States. 


"I saw Cox twice," Commissioner Bennett 


recalls, referring to the No. 2 man in the Jus- 
tice Department under Bobby Kennedy. "I got 
down on my knees and begged him to support 
California in opposing this merger. He said 
that the Attorney General felt a little monopoly 
wouldn't hurt anything. 
" 'You know the power of these boys,' I told 


him. But I got no help from the Kennedy ad- 
ministration whatsoever. Our help came from 
Attorney General Brownell under Eisenhower. 


"Today the man who was head of the antitrust 


division under Bobby Kennedy, William Orrick, 
is now a Kennedy delegate for Bobby in Call- 
fornia," recalls Commissioner Bennett."He did 
Bobby's bidding in the El Paso Gas monopoly 
case, and he's doing Bobby's bidding in Call- 
fornia now." 


Note: The Supreme Court has now handed 


down a total of three decisions against the El 
Paso Natural Gas battle for a Far West monopo- 
ly. In its last decision, the court removed UjS. 
Judge Walter Ritter of Salt Lake City because 
he had known prejudice. U. S. Judge Hatfield 
Chilson has replaced him and will soon pick a 
buyer for Pacific Northwest Pipeline. This will 
mean gas competition in the Far West.

ernment. 


"When I was assigned to Phila- 


delphia as Consul General in 
September of last year, that was 
my first time in the United 
States," he recalls-althoughhe 
had met many American friends 
during the war. 


Commenting further on his 


Warren Family, he thinks it 
somewhat amusing that although 
they came back to France, any.

A ROSY RASH 


One morning Mabel woke up with a red scaly patch on 


the right side of her chest. The eruption was approxi- 
mately one inch in diameter, and she immediately thought 
it was ringworm. The druggist gave her a remedy for 
ringworm, but the red scaling area slowly continued to 
enlarge. 


About 10 days later, she was horrified; her entire chest 


was covered with minute red spots. The next day, the rash 
appeared on her abdomen and back, and extended to the 
thighs and legs. She consulted her physician and was 
greatly relieved when told it was pitynasis rosea, and 
not ringworm. 


The doctor told her: "If you develop a skin disease this 


is the one to get." It is the least bothersome because it 
is mild, seldom recurs, and all victims recover with or 
without treatment. 


The original lesion is known as the herald or mother 


spot. Alter a week or two the rash spreads and follows 
the folds or lines in the skin. The new patches also are 
oval, but smaller in size and are pinkish salmon or 
chamois colored. Slight itching may be noted. A tiny 
blister may develop in the center of the lesion. When this 
breaks or dries, the middle area lightens and crinkles 
like cigaret paper. These daughter spots may develop 
over any part of the body. But the face, neck, and hands 
seldom are involved. 


The cause is not known. The rash is mildly contagious, 


however, suggesting a viral origin. It occurs frequently 
in the spring and fall. Now and then the eruption occurs 
when a garment is donned that has been stored for some 
time. Altho the rash lasts for 6 to 12 weeks, it tends to

school, students from the 10th, 
llth, and 12th grades will be 
accepted.

about 400 students, 20 to each 
class, in about 10 different 
fields of study.

school, Marsh said it had been 
decided hot to offer it in the 
Warren school since there is 
presently such a school in War* 
ren. He said it might be diffi. 
cult to place 20 graduates a 
year in this area. 


When asked about the type of
